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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest a golf ball comprising a core of at least a first 
and second layer having an outer diameter of at least 1 .55 inches, the first layer 
comprised of an inner core layer the second layer comprised of an outer core layer, the 
inner core layer comprised of a polybutadiene rubber and organosulfur compound, a 
cover layer having a flex modulus of less than about 20,000 psi and a mantle layer 
disposed between the core and the cover; wherein the mantle layer comprises a non- 
ionomeric, thermoplastic material, having a hardness of less than 60 Shore D and a 
resilience of greater than 34 (claim 1 ). With respect to claim 6, the prior art does not 
disclose a mantle layer formed of a non-ionomeric, thermoplastic elastomer having a 
vicat point of greater than 350 F and a flexural modulus of at least about 45,000 psi.
